There Feing no land or vessel in sight, it was 
decided to push the bodies overboard. Dickson 
had been a mate of min, I could siot bring 
myself to consign his body tothesenin such an 
unceremonious style, but. pushed the other two 
bodies overboard. Someone else pushed Dick- 
sons Lody into thi sos. Our experieuces on 
‘Luesday were aggravated by a repetition of the 
snfferiuys wo oudured on tho previous. day. 
~'Lhat day the dosire for water was overpowering 
and somo pooply on tho rait began to drink salt 
ater. Deszilo oll thet could’ be said of tho 
terrible consequence that must ensue, it was 
vory hard indeed to resist temptation, with: tho 
oceansll round us, and dying of thirst, Saveral 
times T-had 19 shut my eyes and bide from. my. 
view:-tho tempting eight, : 
wut! During ‘Vacsday night we saw the light of a 
steamer, apd raised os loud a shout'as we could. 
They must have heurd us, because. they lowered 
a ho.t and pnt a masthead light in the bows, and: 
pulled in our direotion: The boat passed within 
40 or GO yarde of us. Although we agoin 
“sh outed as loud.os we could, theydid not hear 
us, aud went back to the steamer, which evan- 
taally disappeared, leaving us to our fate. After 
this ocenrrence one of the passengers who had 
heen dtivking salt water became insane, and 
jumped overboard, . His Christian nome was 
Hertert, but his sursame J aw not acquainted 
with, -No’ attempt. could ba made-to stop bim 
. going, becausoho wont quickly overboard withouc 
giving tho slightest inkling of his intention, 
“Wednesday morving came in with our 
numbers ‘reduced to 12, Before “night . it 
was destined to be further lessened. Yost 
of the party }ad now bacome very despondent, 
but Wetherall did his best to oheer then 
up. I was liko » hypocrite. I. told them 
evary thing would bo all right, that the Auckland 
peoplo were not going to allow us to drift ‘about 
there without doing everything in their power to 
rescue us. I told them also that Stevd Neale 
sol i ding-to-lie, —Weithan: 4 
this way to cheer'up,a Jittle, During tho day 
we divided our last. apple evenly among 12, but 
it did not ‘go far to.stay the pings of our 
hunger, 08 you-may guess.: I vktowed and ate o 
handkerchief, which though nota very diges- 
tible morsel, for ~ the moment somewhat 
alleviated the pangs of hunger. . When wo first 
got ou the raft, which was .a-vory small one, 
thera was not sufficient room for all of us to lie 
down. We were siting in all sorts of crampod 
ositions, with our fast and portions of our 
odies under water. The dack of the raft was 
ootually under water, consequently we were 
never dry. To this fact I-believa we owe our 
lives, our bodies scling as agort of condenser 


aud. abzorbing a little of the moisture, Woe, 


conid have found comparatively dry places on 
the cylinders of the raft, bat there. we would 
have héon ‘in’ imminent danger of being 
washed off. The raft was much’ lightened 
by -the throwing. over’ of the dead bodies, 
and consequently ‘the deck rose slightly, 
Pretty, one of the passengers, became ‘light- 
headed before nightfall, and ended his suffer- 
ings by jumping overboard and disappearing 
Without « word. The same night: wo lost 
Muirhead, a passonger.. I had noticed that he 
was b-coming lightheaded, and spoke to him, 
saying we would be allright, that we were sare 
to be picked up, and to stick to it. He shook 
hands with me; and assured ine he would. Ton 
minutes later I heard a faint voice saying from 
the. water. ‘I'm ‘going.’ I threw a Itfebelt, 
which fell within a foot or two of hia hand. 
He pnshed itnway, Ho was singing a tune as 
he drifted away to his death, Be ss we 
“On Tharsday morning Mis’ M’Quirk, the 
stewardess, died in my arms from sheer exhaus- 
tion, She bere up very bravely, and was plucky:

Four times I eanght him 
attempting to drink salt water, and had great 
difficulty in preventing him from going the 
way of Muirhead. 1 had to-hold him back, 
several times.

So-n after 
that bis body was committed to the deop,. Had 
he lived a few hours. Jonger he would have been 
picked up alive, for:four houra later wo wero 
Pioked up. .

T was standing om the raft and saw her yards 
rise Up over the sky line, I could'see no smoke, 
and thought it was a four-masted ship. . I said 
to the others that she was a wool vessel. Wild 
hope throbbed within us, and when we found 
we were sighted and the vessel was making 
towards us our joy was uuspeakable, It: was 
about 4-0’clook in. the afternoon when our-boat- 
was picked up, F tellyou this is like heaven 
aboard this ship after the territle experiences 
we passed through. They were like what wo 
re’ ? in fiction, but I never expected’ such 
adv rsity to fall to. my lot, The horror of it
